"There are certain requirements that 


would have to be met," Ross said. He 
said the park district would have to be 
able to provide proper housing, a 24-hour 
game keeper and adequate supervision 
for the zoo. 


Ross said that until more information 


is available, the park district will not 
know how much the project will cost. 
"We won't know until we find out what 
the requirements are about how they 
have to be housed, how they have to be 
bedded and that type of thing," he said. 


The idea for the zoo has been tossed 


around at park board meetings for sev- 
eral years, Ross said. He said the idea 
was originally to start a petting zoo in an 
old barn which the district was thinking 
of buying. That project never got off the 
ground.although Ross said the zoo idea 
pops up from time to time 


"Every so often someone says we've 


got to have a zoo." he said 


This time, however, Ross said he 


thinks the project might work. "It looks 
more feasible now. It's off the ground," 
he said. 


THE PARK PRESIDENT said the pro- 


posed purchase of the Childerly property, 
506 McHenry Rd.. would provide the dis- 
trict with a good location for the zoo. The 
park board is also planning to use the 
site as a day camp, outdoor education 
center and meeting place. 


If the zoo idea does work, Ross said 


the park district would probably borrow 
the animals from the Lincoln Park Zoo 
or other nearby zoos. 


"Again I don't know for sure," he said. 


"They would have to approve the shel- 
ters, the square-foot areas. They would 
have 100 per cent control even though 
thev would be billeted out here "

Needs money for medical expenses 
Nun figh ts a limony cha llenge 


A nun living in a Wisconsin convent 


will make her appearance in federal 
court in Chicago to fight for alimony 
payments she says she is entitled to from 
her former husband. 


Her former husband, James Lane, 1605 


Central Rd., Arlington Heights now is 
paying $250 a month in alimony and 
wants to stop payments because he con- 
tends she has "remarried" the church. 


Sister Mary A. Lane, a novice at the 


Dominican Sisters of the 
Perpetual 


Rosary in Milwaukee, will appear before 
Judge Robert Hunter in U.S. District 
Court after failing to appear in previous 
sessions. Her lawyers had said she be- 


longed to a cloistered convent and is not 
permitted to leave the grounds. 


In a report previously submitted to the 


court, the nun stated she needed the 
money to provide for medical expenses 
not covered by the convent because she 
is a novice and has not taken vows. 


Since their divorce in 1970, Lane has 


remarried and has custody of one of 
their children. 


SISTER MARY Lane however, appar- 


ently was able to leave the convent. She 
appeared Friday before Lane's attorney 
in Chicago, Edward D. Rosenberg, and 
gave a deposition to be used in Monday's 
trial. 


Lane, contacted by The Herald Friday, 


said that he and his former wife at- 
tempted to make a settlement of one half 
the alimony cf $125 but failed. 


"She claimed she needs the money for 


dental bills," Lane said. "But she has a 
savings account and a checking account. 
One hundred and twenty five dollars 
should be enough to cover her bills." 


Lane believes that the convent does 


provide for her medical bills. "But she's 
not going to say that," Lane said. 


Sister Mary Lane could not be reached 


for comment.

the price front will be "very painful and 
slow," partly because the cost of lifting 
the remainder of the government's wage- 
price control program will be still more 
price bulges in the months ahead.

Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 


said Sunday the United States has no in- 
tention of restoring diplomatic relations 
with Cuba. 


Kissinger's remarks came when he left 


the Organization of American States con- 
ference in Atlanta where the first tenta- 
tive steps were taken to renew contacts 
with the Communist regime of Fidel Cas- 
tro. Members agreed their governments 
should be consulted about possible future 
involvement of Cuba in the organization. 


The United States did not object to the 


consultations, but in his 30-minute ad- 
dress to OAS delegates Saturday, Kissin- 
ger made no reference to Cuba.

not speak of Cuba. 


"Because we don't have any intention 


of restoring diplomatic relations with 
Cuba and I don't expect this will be a big 
subject this week," Kissinger replied.

Revenue sharing-boon for townships

Federal revenue sharing has created a 


new and expanded role for township gov- 
ernments in the Northwest suburbs. 


The federal money, which has raised 


local township revenues by from 13 to 24 
per cent over their local tax collections, 
is being spent on such things as bus ser- 
vices for senior citizens, counseling ser- 
vices for teen-agers and day-care cen- 
ters 


It has given township government new 


importance in providing social services 
and helping to fund service agencies 
which had gone begging for funding be- 
fore the federal money arrived. 


While only 4 per cent of the federal 


revenue-sharing money being distributed 
nationally is spent on such social service 
projects, most of the federal money com- 
ing to local townships is spent that way. 


SCHAVAIBURG Township, which has

receipts because of a library tax It 
levels, has received $300,497 from the 
federal government. Other township to- 
tals are $296.812 for Wheeling Township, 
$244.327 for Elk Ctrove Township, $169,383 
for Palatine Township and S142.521 for 
Maine Township.

The dollar figures mean Increases in 


total revenue of 24 per cent for Wheeling 
Township. 19 per cent for Elk Grove 
Township. 18 per cent for Schaumburg 
Township. IS per cent for Maine Town- 
ship, and 13 per cent for Palatine Town- 
ship. 


Like for municipalities, township reve- 


nue-sharing funds are split among all 
townships in the county based on popu- 
lation, per-capita income of township 
residents and the taxes collected by the 
township. 


Township officials

Township Supervisor Richard Hall say 
the use of the federal money for social 
sen-ice projects is exactly what Congress 
had in mind when it decided to give par- 
tial federal income tax collections to lo- 
cal governments with the aim of using 
the money for the most pressing local 
problems.

prominently the League of Women Vot- 
ers, say townships are exceeding their 
legal authority in spending the federal 
money for sen-ices outside their traditio- 
nally limited bailiwick of township road 
maintenance and general assistance pay- 
ments 


In the center of the argument is HB 733 


enacted by the Illinois General Assembly 
to allow townships to spend revenue 
sharing money for any of the varied pur- 
po^es authorized by federal law. 


Some townships are going ahead on 


spending, relying on the law. Others 
await a court decision on its validity be- 
fore spending some of their revenue 
sharing money. The court case seeks a 
decision on whether the state law super- 
sedes a federal rule that a local govern- 
ment can only spend revenue-sharing 
money on projects it could legally fi- 
nance with local tax money. Illinois 
townships are severely limited in their 
local taxing powers.

Schaumburg Township has allocated 


$15,000 for its program in which it pur- 
chased a $6,700 bus and hired a bus driv- 
er for $3.50 ,per hour. It provides free 
rides for elderly township residents who • 
make reservations 24 hours in advance 
by calling the township offices. 


Palatine Township Charges 25 cents a 


ride for its service for residents 60 years 
and older living within the township ex- 
cept for residents of Rolling Meadows. 
The township has spent $663 of revenue 
sharing funds so far on the program 
which is operated by paying a private 
bus company on a mileage and per hour 
rate. 


Elk Grove Township's service began in 


November and has cost about $1,200 so 
far for a program using a private bus 
company. 


ELK GROVE Township also has pur- 


chased a $7,000 bus for the program, but 
is holding off on hiring a driver for the 
bus until after a circuit court judge rules 
on the legality of township bus service 
financed with federal revenue sharing, 
according to Hall. Free rides for elderly 
residents on the private buses will con- 
tinue with the bills paid by revenue shar- 
ing, however, pending the outcome of the 
court case, he said. 


The vast majority of township funds in 


all local townships has been allocated for 
various counseling projects and for pro- 
grams for the handicapped and the re- 
tarded. 


Clearbrook Center in Rolling Meadows 


has received more than $6,000 from Elk 
Grove Township, $15,000 from Palatine 
Township and $5,000 from Schaumburg 
Township. 


The Crossroads Clinic has received

Buffalo Grave to 
curb its stickers

V i l l a g e Mgr. Daniel Larson has 


changed his mind and now says the vil- 
lage will refuse to sell any more vehicle 
stickers to Grand Spaulding Auto Leas- 
ing Inc. until the legality of it is deter- 
mined. 


The Herald disclosed last Thursday 


that Grand Spaulding, 3300 W; Grand 
Ave., Chicago, purchased 207 Buffalo 
Grove stickers this year and 235 in 1973, 
apparently to avoid paying the city's 
higher vehicle tax. Officials have said 
the village has been selling vehicle sti- 
ckers to the firm since at least 1971. 


Grand Spaulding owns property at Ar- 


lington Heights and Dundee roads, but 
does not yet operate out of that location. 
Since the firm keeps the cars at the 
Grand Avenue location it should be buy- 
ing Chicago vehicle stickers which cost 
$20 to $50, compared to Buffalo Grove's 
which coat $10 each. 


Larson said Thursday, following the 


disclosure, that he thought the practice 
was legal, since Grand Spaulding owns 
property in the village. He said he did 
not plan to take any action and probably 
would authorize the sale of additional 
stickers to Grand Spaulding if a request 
was made. 


Larson said Friday, "After talking to 


the village attorney I have revised my 
position. The village will not issue any 
more licenses until the legality is deter- 
mined or until Grand Spaulding has a 
location in the village." 


THE FIRM WAS given approval by the 


plan commission last week for an auto 
dealership and leasing division in Buffalo 
Grove. It will now be considered by the 
village board.

Spaulding, said last week', the firm's at- 
torney informed him that it was legal to 
purchase Buffalo Grove vehicle stickers 
since the firm owns property in the vil- 
lage.

Robbery nets

The village and the City of 
Chicago, he said, probably could take le- 
gal action against the firm. 


DAN CEPA, ASSISTANT city clerk, 


said two men from his office are in- 
vestigating the sale of Buffalo Grove ve- 
hicle stickers to Grand Spaulding. He 
said the investigation will take several 
days to complete. 


If Grand Spaulding is found in violation 


of a city ordinance it could be fined $25 
to $200 for each sticker illegally pur- 
chased in Buffalo Grove. 


Although the village will issue no more 


stickers to Grand Spaulding, at least for 
the time being, Larson said no action is 
planned for the ones that already have 
been sold. "That's a matter that Grand 
Spaulding and Chicago will have to work 
out among themselves," he said. "I don't 
want the village to get caught in the 
middle of a controversy." 


Larson said the village in the future 


will make a thorough check on all 
requests for a large number of vehicle 
stickers at one address. Until now, he 
said, Grand Spaulding is the only firm 
requesting a large number of stickers. 


"Before we issue vehicle stickers in 


the future we will make sure the party 
can demonstrate a permanent village ad- 
dress," Larson said.

brary board and the city are moving to- 
ward the finalizatlon of a plan for the 
expansion of the Mount Prospect Li- 
brary.

And, as plans are more pre- 
cisely determined, perhaps the plans for 
the library should encompass a broader 
concept than that of a reservoir of books. 
Although obviously the library must, of 
course, be a prime consideration, per- 
haps thought should be given to a broad- 
er function that encompasses the concept 
of a "cultural center." The present li- 
brary personnel have already taken 
many positive initiatives in this regard 
within the limitations of the physical fa- 
cilities available.

Foreign aid decried 


On April 3 a Fence Post letter stated, 


"I hope that most people don't go around 
worrying about the communists taking 
over." This strikes me as a most ex- 
traordinarily naive attitude in light of the 
vast amount of information we now have 
available to prove that the Kremlin still 
cannot be trusted, I am thinking espe- 
cially of the over 5,000 secret documents 
that Col. Oleg Penkovskiy, a high rank- 
ing member of the Russian Secret Police 
(KGB), photographed and delivered to 
the west. (He also wrote his notes which 
are now available in the form of a book.) 
His message was that Kruschev and cer- 
tain high leaders in the Kremlin were 
planning a sneak atomic attack on the 
United States. His logic was that if he 
could "let the cat out of the bag'' the 
plans would have to be abandoned. Even- 
tually he was discovered and executed 
by the Russians in 1963. 


Dare we assume that the Russian atti- 


tude has changed since that time? Hard- 
ly. Approximately two years ago Mikhail 
Suslov, the Communist Party Theo- 
retician, stated that the current detente 
with the United States was merely tem- 
porary, and the purpose of the detente 
was to give the Soviets 
sufficient 


strength for a renewed assault. 


As usual, most of this strength will 


come from the United States. Up to I960, 
the largest motor vehicle plant in the 
USSR was the Gorki Plant built by the 
Ford Motor Company. Used extensively 
on the Ho Chi Mlnh Trail, these vehicles 
moved the war materials used to kill 
46,000 Americans in Viet Nam. In 196B 
the Fiat automobile deal was made 
which will supply the Russians with an- 
other automobile plant 3 times larger 
than the Gorki plant. But the biggest 
deal of all will be the KAMA heavy truck 
plant which will produce 100,000 heavy 
ten ton trucks per year, That's more 
than are produced by all U.S. manufac- 
turers put together. This deal was in- 
tiated by the Nixon administration in

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Clergy 'chickens' commandeer a roost 


NEW YORK-For two of the clergy 


who siped the notorious Black Mani- 
festo in 1969. the chickens seem not only 
to have come home to roost, but to have 
laid eggs all over the National Council of 
Churches. 


The two clergymen are the Rev. Ster- 


ling Gary and the Rev. Lucius Walker, 
who now are "the establishment," as 
president and division head, respectively, 
of the NCC (31 denominations with esti- 
mated membership of nearly 40 million). 


Late last winter, however, a gang of

Walker not only set up the Blank 


Manifesto conference in Detroit, but has 
since used his office in NCC headquar- 
ters to siphon church money to African 
terrorist groups, He appeared at a press

conference during the occupation, and 
was not simply meek, but'completely si- 
lent (an historical precedent). 


Rev. 
Cary devoted almost the entire 


opening statement of his press confer- 
ence to a thoroughly' transparent grovel- 
ing to the intruders. But when questioned 
by newsmen, Gary actually dared to ob- 
serve that: 


"Buildings are private property. Land- 


lords have a right to protect'their- prop- 
erty . . . They (the intruders on the 
eighth floor) have sealed the fire doors 
in violation of the city fire ordinance, 
placing in jeopardy the lives of people in 
this building." 


BUT WHEN ASKED why, therefore,' 


he had not asked the police to stop this 


26-hour jeopardizing of peoples' lives (in- 
. eluding numerous black NCC employes), 
Rev. 
Cary promptly and nervously 


passed the question (and the buck) to 
NCC General Sec. Claire Randall. 


"That is a premature question." she 


growled, a red hot women's libber whose 
resignation the intruders also demanded. 
"We must negotiate with them first." 


Among other impressive titles, the in- 


truders identify themselves as "The Na- 
tional Committee To Reinstate Father 
Chapman." The Rev. Robert Chapman is 
an Episcopal priest whose manners and 
mode of operation compare favorably 
with the gentlemanly restraint of thet 
hammerhead shark. 


Father Chapman finally was termi- 


nated as an NCC staffer last year, after 
it had become painfully obvious that his 
one real competence was in maligning as 
"racist" anyone who happened to incur 
his displeasure. 


When, however, he was dropped and 


four of the seven staffers in his division 
were retained, Father Chapman mani- 
fested another talent: his ability to re- 
cruit neighborhood hoodlums to disrupt 
NCC meetings, occupy floors and seize 
filing cabinets.

Is aspirin always the best relief from aches., pains? 


I react your article. "Aspirin Can 


Harm." I believe that you should have 
pointed out that other analgesics mny be 
even more toxic. I refer particularly to 
Tylenol. A Few Hays I saw a woman buy 
a bottle of 500 over-the-counter. 


This is not a new coin pound, having 


first been prepared in 1878. and was 
widely use<l before the Introduction of the 
less-toxic aspirin. Tlie high toxlcily of an- 
iline and its derlvates Is well known. You 
should have pointed out that replacement 
nf aspirin b> Tylenol should be done only 
under the advice of a physician. 


Thank you for your letter about Tyle- 


nol. The column you refer to was about 
aspirin, not Tylenol, and I did not recom- 
mend that people should switch to Tyle- 
nol rather than use aspirin. You seem to 
be the father of that thought. 


You may also be &urprised that I got 


several letters telling me I should have 
told people to switch from aspirin to 
Tylenol 


I have to disagree with a former pro-

fessor of organic chemistry, but the older 
medicine was acetanilid which is now ob- 
solete and has not been used for some 
time. It lost out when aspirin came 
along. Tylenol (acetaminophen), a newer 
drug is less toxic than phenacetin. Other 
trade names are Apamide, Conacetol and 
Lestemp. Look it up in the "AMA Drug 
Evaluations,1' and you can see for your- 
self. 


The same source points out that, unlike 


aspirin, it does not cause bleeding from 
the stomach or intestines as aspirin can 
and goes on to state it can be used as a 
replacement for aspirin. 


It is a good medicine for the relief of 


pain. It does not have the anti-in- 
flammatory action of aspirin. Thus it 
might relieve the pain ot osteoarthritis 
(seen in older persons), but it would not 
be a good replacement for the large do- 
sages of aspirin sometimes used for 
rheumatoid arthritis or other conditions 
where a red, swollen, inflamed joint 
needs anti-inflammatory treatment. 


Tylenol has one other drawback. It in- 


creases the action of the medicines used 
to prevent blood clotting in patients after 
a heart attack.. Anyone taking these 
medicines should be careful about taking 


Tylenol. But, for relief from aches and 
pains or a mild headache, it is not the 
villain you seem to think it to be, and, in 
some instances, would be superior to as- 
pirin.

Officials ignored public 


The men and women who run vil- 


lage government in Buffalo Grove 
deserve to be admonished for two 
matters which came to light last 
week, although in fairness it must 
be said the incidents show what is 
weak in many suburban govern- 
ments, not solely in Buffalo Grove. 


Events which came to light in 


Buffalo Grove last week centered 
on two issues: 


• the village manager, acting on 


instructions 
from 
the 
village 


board, refused to disclose proposed 
salary raises for municipal em- 
ployes. The village government be- 
lieves you can't talk about these 
things publicly because their em- 
ployes "would be disappointed" if 
their raises do not come through. 
The village board and manager do 
not say anything about what the 
taxpayers of the village would 
think if the raises DID go through 
without public discussion. 


• and as was disclosed in Th« 


Herald Thursday, the village is in- 
volved in a cozy deal with a Grand 
Spaulding Dodge of Chicago to al- 
low that auto dealer to buy some 
200 . vehicle stickers a year and 
thus avoid paying higher amountsr 
to Chicago. The arrangement is il- 
legal. 


Both 
instances show terrible 


weakness on the part of elected of- 
ficials in Buffalo Grove. 


In the first case, the refusal to 


disclose how much money will be 
paid public employes before the 
budget 
is 
approved 
effectively 


blocks out taxpayer inquiries into 
the cost of their government. Say- 
ing public employes will be "dis- 
appointed" if their raises do not go 
through is specious logic, for it 
shows that village officials have 
forgotten where their constituency 
lies — with the people who pay the 
bills. 


Buffalo Grove has a long history 


in this regard. Years ago the vil- 


The 
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lage clerk refused to divulge the 
salary of the village manager, 
claiming it was a private matter. 
There is no evidence the village 
has taken a single step to open its 
o p e r a t i o n s much beyond that 
stance taken years ago. 


Despite the fact that Grand 


Spaulding Dodge got a sweet deal 
from Buffalo Grove, another, more 
serious charge emerges' from that 
incident; Too often suburban gov- 
ernments view themselves as reve- 
nue producing agencies which have 
the power to barter with the vil- 
lage's powers for more money, 
more land, more favors 
from 


people who must deal with the vil- 
lage. 


What is lost with that kind of 


thinking is the local government's 
obligation to guard also the quality 
of life in the community and the 
professional mandates of govern-. 
ment service. Getting an extra 
$2,000 or so from a Chicago auto 
dealer is a demeaning and unnec- 
essary way to conduct village gov- 
ernment. 


It may be that the people of Buf- 


N 
falo Grove have a village govern- 
ment which is out of touch with the 
ethics and law of municipal life. 
We think it would be a good idea 
for the decision makers in town to 
re-read the Illinois Open Meeting 
Law and 111. Atty. General William 
Scott's recent decision governing 
the obligations of government to 
open its doors. 


And also to reassess their own 


values of what is right or wrong in 
the way they conduct their public 
affairs; too much of what they do 
shows disdain for the people who 
elected them.

alcoholism council to provide education 
and referral services and assistance in 
the area of mental health and counseling. 


With federal revenue sharing funds 


now available, your township can pro- 
vide these services with very little im- 
pact on the taxpayer. However, the 
League has been trying to prevent town- 
ships from using these revenue sharing 
funds. In effect, they are trying to pre- 
vent township residents from benefiting 
from tax monies being returned to them.

What does a vote cost? 


Local school districts may not have re- 


alized it, but there's a new way to deter- 
mine which district has the most prestige 
or status. 


For years, there have been a variety of 


indexes that educators have used to 
judge school districts. The favorites have 
included number of books in school or 
district library, educational level of 
teachers, collegiate success of students 
and so forth. 


Judging from the April 13 school board 


elections, there's a new standard to de- 
termine just how your local district 
scores on the prestige index. The stan- 
dard is how much it costs for one voter's 
'ballot to be counted in a school board 
election. 


You'd think that it wouldn't cost much 


to count ballots, but an examination of 
two elementary districts, randanly selec- 
ted, shows there can be a surprising gap 
in cost per ballot betwen the two. 


Dist. 59, which covers Elk Grove town- 


ship, last weekend went through its sec- 
ond uncontested election in a row. A 
grand total of 225 voters turned out to 
cast votes in the uncontested election. 
That total is only one-fifth of the 1,170 
voters which turned out in 1973 to vote in 
an uncontested election. 


As is usually the case, Dist. 59 used its 


16 grade schools to conduct the election. 
Each of the polling places requires three 
judges alone to handle the Dist. 59 por- 
tion of the election. 


Early last week, Herald reporter Bob 


Gallas checked with the district to deter- 
mine what was its share of the election 
cost, and the district reported it cost 
$2,600 in taxpayers' money to conduct the 
election this year. 


So, with 225 persons voting, it cost 


$11.51 cents per ballot to conduct the 
election in Dist. 59 — which is a pretty

hefty price tag for an uncontested elec- 
tion. 


To the north in Arlington Heights lies 


Dist. 25, which has 9,000 students — 
about 2,000 fewer than Dist. 59. Dist. 25 
has a community school caucus, but for 
the second year in a row, a dissident has 
made it a contested election against the 
caucus.

• The Nixon administration will suffer 
an enormous power vaccuum with the 
departure from office of Secretary of the 
Treasury George P. Shultz. He has been 
one of a bare handful of strong men in 
this government. 


For a good while, the quiet-spoken but 


iron-fibered Shultz has been carrying 
many portfolios. In truth, he has rarely 
let go altogether of anything he has 
touched since he came to Washington in 
1969 as Secretary of Labor. 


Assistant to the President and the ad- 


ministration's great domestic and inter- 
national economic coordinator, his like 
will not be seen again. 


At least two top officials already are 


gunning for William Simon, federal ener- 
gy chief and Shultz's indicated successor 
at Treasury. One can almost say that 
President Nixon himself is a third. 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 


used to let it be known that he was bored 
by international trade and monetary pol- 
icy. Shultz has been operating effectively 
•in this field for more than a year, and is 
widely credited as principal promoter —

at the early 1973 Paris conference of fi- 
nance ministers — of the successful pro- 
posal to let key national currencies 
"float" rather than operate at fixed ex- 
change rates. 


Kissinger sees matters in broader 


scope today, and has no intention of per- 
mitting Simon to work this arena as did 
Shultz. 


Nor is any love lost between Simon and 


Roy Ash, present director of the Office of 
Management and Budget, an ambitious 
man with some breadth as the former 
head of a widefltmg private industrial en- 
terprise and boss of a 'commission which 
took a big look at government reorgani- 
sation. Ash will be doing all he can to see 
that

Shultz. 


Then there's Mr. Nixon. Serious ques- 


tion exists about the validity of his and 
Simon's claims that the energy crisis 
really is ended. But the President, 
against the backdrop of Watergate pain- 
fully eager for every ounce of credit he 


can get, is known to be distressed with 
Simon's high visibility and vocal force in 
the credit-taking field. 


When Shultz says, as he has in inter- 


view, that Nixon will now become his 
own economic coordinator, that covers a 
lot. It is recognition of the special sweep 
of Shultz's talents. But it is also a har- 
binger of trouble. 


It is well known that the President has 


only a forced interest in economic policy, 
especially domestic. Astute scholars of 
the presidency tell us, indeed, that this 
has been characteristic of the last sev- 
eral presidents. 


From the first 1969 days, Mr. Nixon 


developed a fondness for Shultz's capac- 
ity for well-marshaled argument in cabi- 
net and other councils. The free economy 
notions to which the President is emotio- 
nally committed were often converted to 
hard policy substance by ^he inventive 
Shultz. He was as much ''old shoe" to 
Mr. Nixon as maybe anyone can be. 


Shultz's unhappiness with imposition of 


economic controls, and the sloppy way 
they were partially eased, gave rise to 
frequent reports he was leaving. In late 
1972 I reported one of these signals — not 
incorrect at the time. He was always 
talked out of going, until his final deci- 
sion months ago. 


The Sliultz saga is amazing. Deni- 


grated as "too narrow" by fellow econo- 
mists, he moved into Labor and had his 
top aides picked before veteran politi- 
•cians could speak. The '"professor" had 
a lot to learn, but he learned. He out- 
smarted everybody. Where he stands 
there will soon be a Grand Canyon. 


(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.) 


450 voters turned out to exercise their 
democratic prerogative. That compares 
unfavorably with 1,100 voters in last 
year's election. 


Dist. 25, however, uses only its .four 


junior high schools to conduct the elec- 
tion. This means far fewer judges and 
hence much, much less in the way of 
election costs. 


In fact, it cost Dist. 25 approximately 


$418 this year to conduct a school board 
election — and that comes down to a 
little less than SI per voter. 


The result of all these numbers is that 


it cost Dist. 59 a total of $11 per voter 
this year while in Dist. 25, it cost under a 
buck — or less than one-tenth of Dist. 
59's amount — to cast a ballot. 


The problem is, of course, the large 


number of polling places used by Dist. 
59, as well as the fact that interest in 
who gets elected to local school boards is 
way, way down. 


Other districts reflect the votes de- 


cline. Dist. 15 (Palatine-Rolling Mead- 
ows) recorded 978 votes, compared to an 
average of 1,400 in past years. Dist. 21 
dropped from 1,000 last year to 819 this 
year. Harper College dropped from about 
6,000 to about 3,000 this year. (All these 
districts had contested elections.) 


The pattern of citizen interest in elec- 


tion is down, down and down. Local dis- 
tricts, if they want to save cash on the 
process, should start eliminating polling 
. places. It'll be less convenient for voters, 
but it'll be far more economical for 
school districts. It's absurd for my imag- 
ined "prestige" of $11 per vote in Dist. 59 
to represent anything more than a waste 
of taxpayer's money. 


Perhaps, too, if we are to continue the 


pattern of massive voter disinterest, that 
uncontested elections should be declared 
"unnecessary" — after all, what's the 
point in an election which generates no 
opposition and a meager handful of vot- 
ers? In fact, suppose they gave'an elec: 
tion and no one came? Perhaps that 
event is close at hand in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


They say that local elections are text- 


book examples of "democracy in action 
at the local level." Seems as though we 
ought to start working to make demorra- 
cy work — both by seeking school board 
seats and voting in school board elec-i 
tions.

But it appeared equally clear that the 


divergent members of the committee will 
find themselves at odds when they sit 
down to write a plank on patronage. 


In response to a quesion, Peter Ben- 


singer, candidate for county sheriff, 
stated flatly that "partisanship should 
not be a qualification for a law enforce- 
ment job." 


Lee Epstein, state chairman of the In- 


dependent Voters of Illinois, urged that 
the Republican party "do everything in 
its power to eliminate patronage," which 
he called "one of the most pervasive and 
destructive components of Illinois' in- 
tricate political picture." 


A COMMITTEE MEMBER, question- 


ing Lou Kasper, chairman of the Chicago 
Republican Ward Committeemen's Asso- 
ciation, later described the IVI position 
as "Utopian." 


"You and I know," another Chicago 


committeeman told Kasper, "that at the 
ward level we have to have the nitty- 
gritty workers, to work and get the fi- 
nances so that we can elect quality 
people." 


He asked Kasper how that can be done 


without patronage. 
Kasper 
responded 


that "patronage is not all the evil that 
some people put into it." 


"There are many quality people in 


government today who wouldn't be there 
If they had not been given an entree by 
someone," he declared. 


There was diversity among the atti- 


tudes of the candidates who testified on 
patronage. Wayne Anderson, candidate 
for county treasurer, agreed with Ben- 
singer that patronage should be com- 
pletely eliminated. 


BUT LOLA FLAMM, candidate for 


county clerk, said in response to a ques- 
tion from state Rep. Robert Holloway of 
Chicago, "I will endeavor to hire Re- 
publicans who are capable." 


She said earlier patronage would never 


be eliminated. "But the important thing 
is to see that you hire responsible people, 
and see that they work the hours they're 
supposed to ... that we get a full day's 
work for a full day's pay." 


There was more agreement among the 


witnesses and the committee on the ques- 
tion of an ethics plank, and one com- 
mittee member indicated the GOP will 
"probably adopt" a slogan suggested by 
Ray Smith, president of the Cook County 
chapter of the American Assn. of Retired 
Persons. Smith urged the Republicans to 
search for candidates with IQ — integri- 
ty and quality. 


Earlier, J. Terrence Brenner, execu- 


tive director of the Better Government 
Assn., told the committee, "It is time 
that the Cook County board takes ethics 
into its own hands," in establishing ethi- 
cal and financial disclosure standards for 
county officials. 


BRENNER CITED THE seven-year 


old Illinois ethics law, which was widely 
hailed in 1967 as the best in the nation, 
and the financial disclosure provision of 
the 1970 Constitution. But, he said they 
"have failed to fulfill their promise." 
They have not provided "the antidote to 
abuses of public office which have pla- 
gued politics in Illinois," said Brenner, 
but added there is no reason why more 
effective ethics laws can not be instituted 
at the local level. 


A number of county candidates advo- 


cated establishing branch offices for ser- 
vices to suburban residents, and using 
township officials as deputies. 


Mrs. 
Flamm said the constitutional 


provision allowing cooperation between 
various government agencies would al- 
low the use of township clerks to "pro- 
vide services for which the people must 
now travel to the city." 


B e n s i n g e r advocated establishing 


branch juvenile courts throughout the 
suburbs. Mrs. Ihrig proposed the use of 
township assessors as sources of infor- 
mation to suburban residents, and An- 
derson said suburbanites should be able 
to pay their taxes at township offices, 
rather than only at the Cook County 
building in Chicago.

"You can sit under a heat lamp to apply 
your makeup and when you finish just 
get up and go," Horst said. 


While working on the models, he dem- 


onstrated the importance of a good cut. 
"The cut is evident as the hair lies wet," 
he said. "We must cut hair with options 
for the customer, not just one look," he 
added. Any one of Horst's models could 
have walked out after just the cut and 
still have been the height of style. 


"I DON'T HAVE a definite look in 


mind before I start to cut because then 
the style will be forced," Horst ex- 
plained. "It's important to play with the 
hair while cutting. I like to give the hair 
its own freedom." 


His styles have the customer in mind 


— her facial structure, hair texture and 
growth patterns and most importantly 


her ability to care for her hair at home. 
They're not looks that you wear for one 
day, and after one night in bed become a 
dilapidated mess requiring a second trip 
to the beauty salon. "The time is gone 
when people will come back to your sa- 
lons every week," he told the hair- 
dressers. "We must educate the public to 
good cuts and taking care of their own 
hair between visits to the salon." 


Horst gave some predictions for the fu- 


ture of the beauty business. "We must 
take a scientific approach to hair care or 
someone else will. We must be edu- 
cated." 


Using his salons as an example, Horst 


said if his beauty operators aren't busy, 
they are in the salon library reading or 
trying new styles and techniques on man- 
nequins. "A bad image is relayed if a 
woman walks into a salon and the beauty 
operator is sitting reading a movie 
magazine," he said. 


"Skin care is also a part of our future 


when specialization will be emphasized. 
Just like the medical profession, which 
has heart specialists, bone specialists 
and the like, we will have cosmetics spe- 
cialists, permanent wave specialists, cut- 
ting specialists, etc."

Dorothy: I'm new at roses — and 


confused. Is it really necessary to prune 
rosebushes? And if this is so, when is the 
best time to do it — and how far back 
should they be cut? — Marcia Schimmel 


Yes, indeed, it's necessary to prune, 


rosebushes — and right now before 
growth starts. If the bushes aren't 
pruned, they will grow into a wild mess 
of brambles with small, poor-quality 
roses. 


Since you're new at this, make sure 


you have sharp pruning shears. And 
while you're at the job, be sure to snip 
off undesirable shoots coming out of the 
understock. Where the canes are (con- 
cerned, cut an inch or so below the 
dark-colored areas; when there are no 
live buds left, clip off entire branches or 
canes. 


Cut away any weak growth heading to- 


ward the center of a bush; if two 
branches cross, snip off the weaker one. 
Good pruning calls for shaping bushes to 
a uniform height — 24 to 30 inches is 
about right. Roses demand constant care 
(including fertilizing), but the results, I 
can testify, make them one of the most 
satisfying of all garden projects.

Larson changes mind; ivill ivait for legality to be determined 
No more stickers for Grand Spaulding—until approved 


by JOE FRANZ 


V i l l a g e Mgr. Daniel Larson has 


changed his mind and now says the vil- 
lage will refuse to sell any more vehicle 
stickers to Grand Spautdlng Auto Leas- 
ing Inc. until the legality of it is deter- 
mined. 


The Herald disclosed last Thursday 


that Grand Spaulding. 3300 W. Grand 
A\e . Chicago, purchased 207 Buffalo 
Grove stickers this year and 235 in 1973. 
apparently to avoid paying the city's 
higher vehicle tax. Officials have said 
the village has been selling vehicle sti- 
ckers to the firm since at least 1971. 


Grand Spaulding owns property at Ar- 


lington Heights and Dundee roads, but 
does not yet operate out of that location. 


Since the firm keeps the cars at the 
Grand Avenue location it should be buy- 
ing Chicago vehicle stickers which cost 
$20 to $50, compared to Buffalo Grove's 
which coat $10 each. 


Larson said Thursday, following the 


disclosure, that he thought the practice 
was legal since Grand Spaulding owns 
property in the village. He said he did 
not plan to take any action and probably 
would authorize the sale of additional 
stickers to Grand Spaulding if a request 
was made. 


Larson said Friday, "After talking to 


the village attorney I have revised my 
position. The village will not issue any 
more licenses until the legality is deter- 
mined or until Grand Spaulding has a 
location in the village." 


THE FIRM WAS given approval by the 


Man commission last week for an auto 
dealership>and leasing division in Buffalo 
Grove. It will now be considered by the 
village board. 


Len 
Krause, 
president 
of Grand 


Spaulding, said last week, the firm's at- 
torney informed him that it was legal to 
purchase Buffalo Grove vehicle stickers 
since the firm owns property in the vil- 
lage. 


In order to obtain the vehicle stickers, 


Grand Spaulding gave a Buffalo Grove 
post office box number. A random check 
of state license numbers, however, re- 
vealed that all the cars are registered at 
the Grand Avenue location. Thus, the 
firm gave Buffalo Grove one address for 
the same cars. 


Village Atty. Richard Raysa told The 


Herald last week that if Grand Spaulding 
is not housing the cars at a location in 
Buffalo Grove it probably is in violation 
of the law. The village and the City of 
Chicago, he said, probably could take le- 
gal action against the firm. 


DAN CEPA, ASSISTANT city clerk, 


said two men from his office are in- 
vestigating the sale of Buffalo Grove ve- 
hicle stickers to Grand Spaulding. He 
said the investigation will take several 
days to complete. 


If Grand Spaulding is found in violation 


of a city ordinance it could be fined $25 
to $200 for each sticker illegally pur- 
chased in Buffalo Grove. 


Although the village will issue no more 


stickers to Grand Spaulding, at least for 
the time being, Larson said no action is 
planned for the ones that already have 
been sold. "That's a matter that Grand 
Spaulding and Chicago will have to work 
out among themselves," he said. "I don't 
want the village to get caught in the 
middle of a controversy." 


Larson said the village in the future 


vail make a thorough check on all 
requests for a large number of vehicle 
stickers at one address. Until now, he 
said, Grand Spaulding is the only firm 
requesting a large number of stickers. 


"Before we issue vehicle stickers in 


the future we will make sure the party 
can demonstrate a permanent village ad- 
dress," Larson said.

Individualized instruction and a con- 


cern for developing a strong self-image 
in students characterize Irving School, 


just finishing its first year of operation in 
Dist. 21, Buffalo Grove. 


The school, at 1250 Radcliffe Rd., 


opened last September along with Ste-

venson School in Wheeling. Dist. 21 now 
includes 17 schools serving Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove and portions of Arlington 
Heights and Mount Prospect. 


Principal Dennis Carpenter describes 


Irving as a "child-centered school." The 
focus, he said, is on helping children to 
grow as individuals and accept them- 
selves as they are. 


Saying he believes that a positive self- 


concept is a prerequisite for learning, 
Carpenter 
commented, 
"I personally 


think the first four years of school every 
child should feel like he's top dog and 
really be able to say, "Hey, I'm OK — 
I'm worth something.' In the 
inter- 


mediate grades, the self-concept is still 
important, but I think they pretty much 
know where they are and we can begin 
to concentrate more on content by work- 
ing with them on their level." 


A SENSITIVE STAFF of teachers is 


the 
key to 
successfully 
developing 


healthy student self-concepts, according 
to Carpenter. 


"Teachers in the classroom a lot of 


times have to be counselors, too," he 
said. "They can build self-concept just in 
the general way they react to situations 
by accenting the postive and giving rea- 
sons why kids should do something in- 
stead of giving demands." 


Designed as somewhat an open space 


school, there are folding walls in all 
classrooms at Irving that allow teachers 
to break up or combine groups of stu- 
dents for more individualized instruction. 
Team teaching is used in Kindergarten, 
first and second grade classes and Car- 
penter said instructors cooperate across 
all grade levels to provide for children to 
progress at their own rate, especially in 
reading. 


"Individualizatdon really goes along 


with developing self-concept," the princi- 
pal said. "As we get into more todivid- 


ualization, kids are working at a level 
where they're successful and not con- 
stantly meeting defeat every time they 
turn around. It gives them a more posi- 
tive attitude toward themselves and 
school." 
>. 


ONE OF THE activities that has been 


used at Irving to help children under- 
stand themselves and others is the 
"magic circle." In a sort of roundtable 
discussion, the students talk with each 
other and the teacher about their feelings 
and matters of concern to them in an 
informal way. 


A fourth-grade group at the school 


recently had a "magic circle" discussion 
about classroom procedures, for ex- 
ample, and in talking about how they felt 
things should be done, became involved 
in setting rules for their own behavior. 


Carpenter plans to involve even more 


students in similiar self-concept building 
activities next year and continue the em- 
phasis on individualized instruction.

Park officials weigh housing 
animals at Childerley Retreat

A too may be coming to Wheeling. 
The Wheeling Park District is in- 


vestigating the possibility of borrowing 
animals from the Lincoln Park Zoo to be 
housed at the Childerley Retreat House 
property if it is purchased by the dis- 
trict. 


"The idea is to get the native popu- 


lation acquainted with foreign species of 
animals that they may not see or become 
accustomed to," said Park Pres. Bob 
Ross. 


Ross has discussed the project with Dr. 


Les Fisher, curator of the Lincoln Park 
Zoo in Chicago, Me said Fisher said it is 
possible for the too to loan the park hoof- 
ed animals such as gazelles and ante- 
lopes, providing the park district has the 
facilities to care for them. 


AS A RESULT, the park board is now 


studying Insurance requirements, village 
ordinances and federal regulations to 
find out if the zoo is possible. Moreover, 
a letter has been sent to the Lincoln 
Park Zoo setting out the proposal in writ- 
ing. 


"There are certain requirements that 


would have to be met." Ross said. He 
said the park district would have to be 
able to provide proper housing, a 24-hour 
game keeper and adequate supervision 
for the zoo. 


Ross said that until more Information 


is available, the park district will not 


know how much the project will cost. 
"We won't know until we find out what 
the requirements are about how they 
have to be housed, how they have to be 
bedded and that type of thing," he said. 


The idea for the zoo has been tossed 


around at park board meetings for sev- 
eral years, Ross said. He said the idea 
was originally to start a petting zoo in an 
old barn which the district was thinking 
of buying. That project never got off the 
ground.although Ross said the zoo idea 
pops up from time to time. 


"Every so often someone says we've 


got to have a zoo," he said. 


This time, however, Ross said he 


thinks the project might work. "It looks 
more feasible now. It's off the ground," 
he said. 


THE PARK PRESIDENT said the pro- 


posed purchase of the Childerly property, 
506 McHenry Rd., would provide the dis- 
trict with a good location for the zoo. The 
park board Is also planning to use the 
site as a day camp, outdoor education 
center and meeting place. 


If the zoo idea does work, Ross said 


the park district would probably borrow 
the animals from the Lincoln Park Zoo 
or other nearby zoos. 


"Again I don't know for sure," he said. 


"They would have to approve the shel- 
ters, the square-foot areas. They would 
have 100 per cent control even though 
they would be billeted out here."

of High School Dist. 125 to the College of 
Lake County junior college district con- 
tinues, with no resolution of the conflict 
to come before June 30.

Dist. 125 to the College of Lake County 
junior college district because the high 
school district was not in any junior col- 
lege district. 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board is 


urging the community college board to 
reasslp the high school district to the 
Harper Junior College District because 
the Palatine school is closer to the vil- 
lage. 


The Dist. 125 school board has in- 


dicated it is neutral toward the junior 
college district assignment, but opposes 
splitting the high school district between 
junior college dteUicMu 


A public hearing on the queston was 


conducted by the Community College 
Board last week, in response to a request 
from a group of Dist. 125 residents. 


BUFFALO GROVE Village Trustee 


Tom Mahoney asked that all of Dist. 125 
be placed into the Harper junior college 
district. 


V i r g i n i a Kerr, president of the 


Deerfield chapter of the American Assn. 
of University Women, presented a peti- 
tion on behalf of Dist. 125 residents 
requestng that the high school district be 
annexed to the College of Lake County 
District. 


Several other persons including a 


student from the Horatio Gardens area 
and residents of Prairie View told the 
hearing officer (hey favored being as- 
signed to die College of Lake County dis- 
trict. 


According to Robert Anderson, presi- 


dent of the Ditt 125 school board, about 
equal numbers of residents of the high 
school district attend both junior col- 
leges. 


Anderson .said the Dist. 125 board op- 


poses permitting Buffalo Grove to con- 
duct a separate annexation referendum 
that would put ,part of Dist 125 into a 
junior college district and leave part of it 
out of any district. Such an action, he 
said, "would place an unfair and inequi- 
table tax burden on the balance of tie 
district." 


LAWRENCE AUTEN, associate secre- 


tary for planning for the community col- 
lege board, said the assignment of Dist. 
125 would be finalized by June 30. 


"We really have only three choices," 


Auten told persons attending the hearing. 


"We can leave the assignment as it is, 
assign Dist. 125 to Harper or split the 
district between the two junior colleges." 


Whatever the assignment, Auten said 


residents will have 30 days to petition for 
a referendum to decide if they approve 
or disapprove of the assignment. The ref- 
erendum must be conducted between 40 
and 90 days after the petition for a refer- 
endum is filed. 


It would be posible, he said, to vote 


down the assignment and Dist. 125 would 
again not be part of any junior college 
district. 


The law that permitted high schools to 


levy for out-of-district junior college tui- 
tion has expired. According to Ed Ellis, 
Dist. 125 assistant superintendent, after 
this year, Stevenson High School will 
have to take junior college tuition for 
students out of its education fund.

Dwindling size may force disbanding 
Community Council at low ebb

The Dist. 59 School Community Coun- 


cil, once an active, involved parent or- 
ganization, will face the question of dis- 
banding at its next full membership 
meeting, scheduled for May 8. 


The lack of direction and dwindling 


membership made the decision neces- 
sary, according to Nita Stamm, council 
p r e s i d e n t . "We're against it (dis- 
banding), but you can't run an organiza- 
tion with just six people," said Mrs. 
Stamm. "We're hoping that we'll be able 
to get a big turnout at our May meeting 
to got some new blood In the organiza- 
tion. 


Ordinarily, the council would have 


about 40 members — two representatives 
from each Dist. 59 school — plus a six- 
person executive board. The board con- 
ducts much of the council's business, 
drawing on the membership for help in 
projects and other activities. 


The organization is somewhat closed — 


its members come only from school par- 
ent organizations, which nominate two 
delegates from their group to attend 
School Community Council meetings, 
usually held five times per year. 


The executive board meets every 


month. 


Partial blame for the lack of interest is 


an absence of things to do, admitted 
Mrs. Stamm, who added that attendance 
at some meetings was only four people. 


ACCORDING TO MRS. Stamm, one of 


the prime functions of the Community 
Council is to act as a liaison between the 
school board and the community. She 
blamed Supt. James Erviti as being part 
of the problem. 


"Erviti has refused to recognize Com- 


munity Council as a working and ser- 
vice group to the school'board," said 
Mrs. Stamm. "He won't let us do any- 
thing. If the board would let us be the 
working group it used to be, I don't be- 
lieve we'd have this problem of lack of 
interest," said Mrs. Stamm. 


Some of School Community Council's 


projects have included preparing packets 
which are designed to inform new teach- 
ers about the Northwest suburbs. The 
council has also undertaken a foreign 
language survey in the district and de- 
signed the report cards presently in use. 


ERVITI, WEIGHING HIS comments 


c a r e f u l l y , didn't agree with Mrs. 
Stamm's statement saying he was re- 
sponsible for the demise of School Com- 
munity Council. 


"An organization must have purpose 


and must reexamine 'this purpose period- 
ically to be successful," said Erviti. "It's 
purpose, however, must be generated 
from within, not from the outside." 


Erviti added that the district did sup- 


port the Community, Council by providing 
services such as postage and supplies, 
along with providing meeting space and 
a staff'person assigned to attend council 
meetings. "It's also one of the few organ- 
izations mentioned specifically in the 
school board's policy manual," said Er- 
viti. 


Some help for the troubled council may 


come from the school board itself, which 
presently has several members Who are 
past members of School Community 
Council. 


"Perhaps we're partly to blame," said 


board president Jerry Smiley. "Hopeful- 
ly this year we can get them more in- 
volved on committees," said Smiley, who 
hinted that there will be board discussion 
of the council's problem. 


SMILEY, WHO IS a former Council 


member, said it was a good source for 
opinion, since it is usually made up of 
citizens with a more than average inter- 
est in education. 


Another former council member now 


on the school board, Emil Bahnmaier, 
said he hopes School Community Council 
can continue to be a viable force in the 
district, but added he didn't know the an- 
swer to their present apathy problem. 


Bahnmaier 
echoed 
Mrs. Stamm's 


comment on a need for new members in 
the council. "Right now, it's the same 
people doing it all," he said. 


A LOOMING QUESTION will be an- 


swered early next month when the gener- 
al meeting of the council is called to or- 
der. 


If there's a good turnout, new officers 


will hopefully be elected to the council's 
executive 
board, 
according 
to Mrs. 


Stamm. 


"If not, the present executive board 


•will be faced with a simple problem," 
she said.

Council Is to act as a liaison between the 
school board and the community. She 
blamed Stipt James Erviti as being part 
of the problem. 


"Erviti has refused to recognize Com- 


munity Council as a working and ser- 
vice group to the .school board." said 
Mrs. Stamm. "He won't let us do any- 
thing If the board would let us be the 
working group it used to be. I don't be- 
lieve we'd have this problem of lack of 
interest," said Mrs. Stamm. 


Some of School Community Council's 


projects have included preparing packets 
which are designed to inform new teach- 
ers about the Northwest suburbs. The 
council has also undertaken a foreign 
language survey in the district and de- 
signed the report cards presently in use. 


ERVITI. WEIGHING HIS comments 


c a r e f u l l y , didn't agree with Mrs. 
Stamm's statement saying he was re- 
sponsible for the demise of School Com- 
munity Council. 


'An organization must have purpose 


and must reexamine this purpose period- 
ically to be successful," said Erviti. "It's 
purpose, however, must be generated 
from within, not from the outside." 


Erviti added that the district did sup- 


port the Community Council by providing 
services such as postage and supplies, 
along with providing meeting space and 
s staff person assigned to attend council 
meetings. "It's also one of the few organ- 
izations mentioned specifically In the 
school board's policy manual," said Er- 
viti.

The men John Stukel works with could 


nickname him "Spelunker," for the fore- 
man of the sewer division of Elk Grove 
Village's public works department earns 
the title daily. 


Deep underground, Stukel, makes daily 


rounds of the villages 10 sewage lift sta- 
tions. 


Once a day Stukel. descends 20 to 30 


feet deep into a narrow shaft about 40 
inches in diameter to check automatic 
controls and see if equipment is function- 
ing. 


"Most residents have no idea of the 


sophistication of equipment at the bottom 
of wbat looks like a deep well from the 
surface," said Stukel. "I've been drop- 
ping down into stations for checks so of- 
ten I'm used to it," he added. 


AT GROUND LEVEL, the sewage lift 


stations appear to be nothing more than 
a short garbage can with a tight, locked, 
lid. From the top of the tube little of the 
equipment is visible. 


Stukel said Elk Grove Village has lift 


stations in both residential and com- 
mercial areas. 


The simplest explanation of a lift sta- 


tion's purpose is to defy gravity. 


"Using powerful pumps the station lifts 


sewage from a low area pushing it to a 
point higher than it was collected from 
allowing gravity to take the sewage fur- 
ther, perhaps to another lift station. 


DESCENDING THE NARROW'shaft 


into a lift station one finds a small room 
about 10 feet in diameter. "It's not air- 
less, because fresh air is constantly cir- 
culated in the well-lit, dry equipment 
room," said Stukel. 


The stations are not heated and dehu- 


midifiers keep equipment from rusting, 
he added. 


"The average lift station has two 


pumps capable of pumpling 500 gallons 
of sewage a minute," said Stukel. 


Next to every lift station is a deep wet 


well that collects sewage for pumping. 
When the level in the well reaches a cer- 
tain point the automatic equipment takes 
over and the sewage is sent on its way 
uphill to sewage interceptor lines that 
eventually take it to sewage treatment 
plants. 


STUKEL SAID ELK Grove Village has 


one large lift station in the residential 
area. "In contrast to the others it's so 
big you could put a house in the equip- 
ment room," said Stukel. "But, from the 
surface the entrance still looks like a 
half-buried garbage can," he added. 


Smaller stations like the one in the in- 


dustrial 
center on Greenleaf 
handle 


about 10,000 to 12,000 gallons of sewage a 
day. The bigger stations depending on 
the power and capacity of pumps could 
handle a million gallons a day. 


Administrative

two of six additional staff positions in 
Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54 after it 
was said the district's administration is 
growing almost twice as fast as Its 
teaching staff. 


Jay Hangen, president of Schaumburg

it viewed as expansion of administration, 
If all the positions had been approved, he 
said the administrator to teacher ex- 
pansion ratio would be two-to-one.

kids," he said. 


"But, are twice as many new adminis-

HANSEN SAID SEA wants to see de- 


velopment of a master plan for future 
expansion of the administrative staff, He 
also noted the board's education com- 
mittee recommended the new positions 
by a closely split vote — seven support- 
ing and five opposing them. 


The positions approved by the board of 


education provide for a testing and re- 
search secretary and a transportation 
and safety director. 


Denied were an additional special ser- 


vices consultant, a media consultant and 
a junior high school physical education 
coordinator. Additional nurses also were 
recommended, and the board took no ac- 
tion on this staff increase. Instead it de- 
layed voting to provide time to obtain 
more information about their duties.

media consultant, Margaret Pageler said 
she would have liked to see more infor- 
mation on supplemental staff needed for 
the job. She also suggested much of the 
media consultant's work could be han- 
dled by clerks, technicians and librar- 
ians.

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Public hearings on former chiefs ouster end 
Centner refutes allegations of officials, police officers

The Centner hearings ground to a close 


Sunday. with the central figure, former 
Palatine Police Chief Robert R. Centner, 
countering nearly every charge brought 
against him by the village board and 
several policemen in the department. 


During detailed testimony Sunday af- 


ternoon, Centner told the Palatine Fire 
and Police Commission of improvements 
he initiated as chief of the Palatine Po- 
lice Department from 1962 to June 25, 
1973. 


The marathon hearings, which lasted 


for 10 sessions, began Dec. 1 to in- 
vestigate the village board's reasons for 
forcing Centner's resignation last June. 
Newly elected village trustees and po- 
licemen criticized the former chief's pol- 
icies, which they contended were the rea- 
son for a widespread morale problem in 
the police department. 


SUPPORTERS OF Centner countered 


that the charges were minor and were 
made to cover a village board-police coa- 
lition to oust the chief, possibly in return 
for lower police salary demands. 


The fire and police commission of Paul 


Jung, Roger Mick and Gray M. San- 
born will submit written decisions on the 
eight charges brought by the village. No 
date has been set for release of their 
findings. Their conclusions are not ex- 
pected to affect Centners' status in the 
police department. 


"All you can do is to restore Robert 


Centner's good name. That's all that's 
left within your power to do," John D. 
Hayes, Centner's attorney, told the panel. 


More than 3,000 signatures on petitions 


calling for the public hearings caused a 
reluctant village board to grant the re- 
quest: 


In his concluding statement, Village 


Special Atty. Jack Siegel said, "Maybe 
those 3,000 people who signed the petit- 
ions that kept us here for five months 
chasing a will o' the wisp really didn't 
know Centner was a good chief or a bad 
one, but the policemen who worked with 
him every day knew, and you heard their 
testimony. 


A Republican slate for village trustees 


swept the April, 1973 election, and new 
trustees moved to oust Centner in June. 
The former chief has been a lieutenant 
on the force since his resignation. A new 
fulltime chief, Jerry Bratcher, began in 
January, with Lt. Frank Ortiz serving as 
acting chief in the 7-month interim. 


Two witnesses subpoenaed by Centner's 


attorney failed to appear at Sunday's hear 
ing. Local businessmen Robert Galloy and 
Patrolman Terry Mazur, were subpoen- 
aed to testify about campaign contribu- 
tors and their possible influence on Cent- 


ner's ouster, and an alleged deal to 
lower salary demands if the chief was re- 
moved. 


Drugs were a major issue hit by Cent- 


ner 
during Ws testimony. 
Village 


Trustees James Shaw and Robert Guss, 
who called for the chief's resignation in a 
press release last June, accused Centner 
of "wearing blinders," and showing "a 
horrible lack of judgment" for his deci- 
sion to pull out of a countywide under- 
cover drug enforcement program. 


Centner was the founder of the Metro- 


politan Enforcement Group (MEG) or- 
ganization in 1971. He testified Sunday 
that his decision to withdraw from MEG 
last year was based on the change in the 
organization's program. 


LOCAL POLICE in MEG, originally 


worked in the northern areas of Cook 
County, but for 1973, Centner said his 
man would be "going countywide" on 
drug cases and Centner had been reas- 


sured that Palatine could still get MEG 
assistance even though it did not directly 
participate. 


Other primary charges which Centner 


answered: 


• Lack of modern and efficient equip- 


ment: Centner said he developed a pro- 
gram to computerize crime statistics on 
the village's computer system which has 
become the model program for other po- 
lice departments; a new radio console to 
replace the existing one which Centner 
admitted was outdated, was one of the 
chief's priorities, but was deleted from 
the budget by Village Mgr. Berton G. 
Braun. 


Hayes entered as evidence the job de- 


scription for chief applicants who would 
replace Centner. The application, written 
by a three-man search committee, de- 
scribes the Palatine Police Department 
as a "well-trained, well-equipped depart- 
ment." 


• Overweight trucks: 
Centner and 


Braun chose not to institute an aggres- 
sive overweight-truck campaign, Centner 
said, because the state police employ 11 
full time men assigned to overweight 
trucks. Centner testified that Michael 
McDonald, one of the central patrolmen 
in the Centner controversy, had sug- 
gested the program to increase the vil- 
lage's revenue through tickets and fines 
on overweight trucks. 


• Misuse of police cadets: high school 


graduates were employed to relieve pa- 
trolmen from clerical and -radio duties, 
Centner said. He told the commission the 
program had never been intended as a 
training program for future policemen. 


Other testimony hit evidence, sub- 


mitted earlier by Ortiz, of increased ar- 
rests since Centner's removal. Under 
questioning by Hayes, Centner said he 
believed in "quality of arrests, not quan- 
tity."

man as your engineer," said Fonte in a 
prepared statement. 


Moody indicated Friday that he has not 


decided if he will resign. "I am trying to 
figure out what would be the proper 
thing to do." said Moody, who has dis- 
cussed the mat'er with Fonte and other 
trustees for the last couple of months. 


MOODY IS THE senior member of the 


plan commission, having been appointed 
to the commission m 1959. He has served 
as chairman of the commission since 
1962 and was most recently appointed by 
Village President Wendell Jones, this 
year to another three-year term. 


The conflict of interest charges were

High school teachers seek 10% hike

High School Dist. 211 teachers are ask- 


ing for a 10 per cent increase in salary 
next year and additional raises during 
the year based on increases in the cost of 
living. 


Dan O'Brien, president of the Dist, 211 


education association, said last week he 
believes, "We are the first education as- 
sociation to propose such a thing.." 


The association is asking the district to 


increase the base salary for beginning 
teachers by 10 per cent from $8,950 to 
$9,850 with similar increases through the 


salary schedule, said O'Brien. Additional 
raises would be given during the year 
based on the consumer price index, 
which is published quarterly by the U.S. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. According to 
the teachers' proposal, if the index goes 
up more than 1 per cent per quarter, 
each teacher's salary would be raised by* 
the full amount of the increase. 
Negotiations between the teachers' asso- 
ciation and the Dist. 211 board of educa- 
tion began in February. O'Brien said the 
two sides have barely begun to discuss 
salary increases but he doesn't think the 


teachers' plan will be readily accepted 
by the board. Robert Creek, president of 
the board, refused comment on negotia- 
tions except to say salary items will be 
negotiated. 


THE TEACHERS deserve a 10 per cent 


increase in salary to keep up with the 
cost of living, said O'Brien. "Everything 
you look at shows the teachers have been 
losers for the last 10 years, in fact they 
have been losers for the past 50 years," 
he said. 


Last year the teachers agreed to a 4 


per cent increase in salary in June. 


O'Brien said they actually took about a 
4.7 per cent cut in pay because the con- 
sumer price index increased about 8.8 
per cent last year. This year they hope to 
make up for it, he said. "The state of 
economy in the past seven years has 
never allowed teachers to catch up on 
the cost of living," he said. 


O'Brien said he is optimistic the teach- 


ers are going to get "a good settlement" 
but at this point the teachers and the 
board are "very far apart" on reaching

10% pay hike

Hish School Dist. 211 teachers are ask- 


ing for a 10 per cent increase in salary 
next year and additional raises during 
the year based on increases in the cost of 
Lving 


Dan O'Brien, president of the Dist. 211 


education association, said last week he 
believes. "We are the first education as- 
sociation to propose such a thing." 


The association is asking the district to 


increase the base salary for beginning 
teachers by In per cent from $8,950 to 
$3.830 with similar increases through the 
salary schedule, said O'Brien. Additional 
raises would be given during the year 
based on the consumer price index, 
which is published quarterly by the U.S. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. According to 
the teachers' proposal, if the index goes 
up more than 1 per cent per quarter, 
each teacher's salary would be raised by 
the full amount of the increase 


Negotiations between the teachers' asso- 


ciation and the Dist. 211 board of educa- 
tion began in February. O'Brien said the 
two sides have barely begun to discuss 
salary increases but he doesn't think the 
teachers' plan will be readily accepted 
by the board. Robert Creek, president of 
the board, refused comment on negotia- 
tions except to say salary items will be 
negotiated 


THE TEACHERS deserve a 10 pec cent 


increase in salary to keep up with the 
cost of living, said O'Brien. "Everything 
you took at shows the teachers have been 
losers for the last 10 years, in fact they 
have been losers for the past 50 years," 
he said 


Last year the teachers agreed to a 4 


per cent increase in salary In June. 
O'Brien said they actually took about a 
4 7 per cent cut in pay because the con-

THE TEACHERS' association would 


like the district to recognize pregnancy 
as an illness which would allow teachers 
to use their sick pay while having a 
baby, said O'Brien. Now a teacher must 
go on a leave of absence without pay 
while she has her child. The U.S. Su- 
preme Court recently ruled the employ- 
ment rights of a pregnant teacher are 
protected by the Fourteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution. 


O'Brien said the teacher's association 


interprets the ruling to mean that teach- 
ers can use up to 90 calendar days of 
sick pay for pregnancy. According to 
O'Brien "the board is saying the recent 
Supreme Court ruling merely says a 
teacher that is pregnant has to be guar- 
anteed due process" and has refused to 
grant the sick pay. 


The teachers are also seeking raises in 


summer school salary and extra-curricu- 
lar pay, said O'Brien. They want sum- 
mer school salaries increased from $170 
per week to $250 per week to place teach- 
ers on a par with guidance counselors 
who work during the summer. Summer 
school has been "treated as a separate 
entity and we don't think it should be," 
said O'Brien. 


A 10 PER CENT increase in pay for 


e x t r a-curricular 
activities 
and 
for 


coaches' salaries is also being requested, 
said O'Brien, If the teachers' proposal is 
accepted, the beginning salary of a head 
football, basketball or track coach would 
be increased from $735 to $809 per year 
in addition to his regular salary, and the 
beginning salary for a band director 
would be increased from $420 to $462 per 
year in addition to regular salary. 


O'Brien said the board wants to freeze 


extra-curricular and coaching salaries at 
the present level. 


Teachers are proposing a committee of 


teachers and administrators be created 
next year to set up guidelines for the size 
of classes for the 1975-76 school year. 
O'Brien said the teachers want a more 
concrete agreement on the size of their 
classes. The present agreement says the 
board agrees to "observe within reason- 
able limits present class-size averages."

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Public hearings 
on ex-Palatine 
police chief end

The Centner hearings ground to a close 


Sunday, with the central figure, former 
Palatine Police Chief Robert R, Centner, 
countering nearly every charge brought 
against him by the village board and 
several policemen in the department. 


During detailed testimony Sunday af- 


ternoon. Centner told the Palatine Fire 
and Police Commission of improvements 
he initiated as chief of the Palatine Po- 
lice Department from 1962 to June 25, 
1973. 


The marathon hearings, which lasted 


for 10 sessions, began Dec. 1 to in- 
vestigate the village board's reasons for 
forcing Centner's resignation last June. 
Newly elected village trustees and po- 
licemen criticized the former chief's pol- 
icies, which they contended were the rea- 
son for a widespread morale problem in 
the police department. 


SUPPORTERS OF Centner countered 


that the charges were minor, and were 
made to cover a village board-police coa- 
lition to oust the chief, possibly in return 
for lower police salary demands. 


The fire and police commission of Paul 


Jung. Roger Mick and Ctfay M. San- 
born will submit written decisions on the 
eight charges brought by the village. No 
date has been set for release of their 
findings. Their conclusions are not ex- 
pected to affect Centners' status in the 
police department. 


"All vou can do Is to restore Robert 


Centner's good name. That's all that's 
left within your power to do." John D. 
Hayes, Centner's attorney, told the panel. 


More than 3.000 signatures on petitions 


calling for the public hearings caused a 


reluctant village board to grant the re- 
quest. 


In his concluding statement, Village 


Special Atty. Jack Siegel said, "Maybe 
those 3.000 people who signed the petit- 
ions that kept us here for five months 
chasing a will o' the wisp really didn't 
know Centner was a good chief or a bad 
one, but the policemen who worked with 
him every clay knew, and you heard their 
testimony. 


A Republican slate for village trustees 


swept the April, 1973 election, and new 
trustees moved to oust Centner in June. 
The former chief has been a lieutenant 
on the force since his resignation. A new 
fulltlme chief, Jerry Bratcher, began in 
January, with Lt. Frank Ortiz serving as 
acting chief in the 7-month interim. 


Two witnesses subpoenaed by Centner's 


attorney failed to appear at Sunday's hear 
ing. Local businessmen Robert Galloy and 
Patrolman Terry Mazur, were subpoen- 
aed to testify about campaign contribu- 
tors and their possible influence on Cent- 
ner's ouster, and an alleged deal to 
lower salary demands if the chief was re- 
moved. 


Drugs were a major issue hit by Cent- 


n e r during his testimony. 
Village 


Trustees James Shaw and Robert Guss, 
who called for the chief's resignation in a 
press release last June, accused Centner 
of "wearing blinders," and showing "a 
horrible lack of judgment" for his deci- 
sion to pull out of a countywide under- 
cover drug enforcement program. 


Centner was the founder of the Metro- 


politan Enforcement Group (MEG) or- 
ganization in 1971. He testified Sunday 
that his decision to withdraw from MEG 
last year was based on the change in the 
organization's program.

CASKEY HAS been hired by the dis- 


trict under a $6,000 contract to draw up 
the master plan. The sprawling park 
district includes unincorporated areas 
along the northern, western and southern 
portions of the township. 


A write-in election victory last year 


caused a complete turnaround in the dis- 
trict's goals, when residents of more 
densely populated subdivisions took con- 
trol of the park district to get parks for 
their area. 


Until April, 1973, the rural park district 


was used as a tax shelter for farmers 
and unincorporated residents who did not 
want to be forced into active, higher-tax- 
ing park districts springing up around 
them, starting in the 1950s. 


The new board approved the district's 


first major budget after last year's elec- 
tion, and will receive funds from that 
budget starting in June. 


In addition to their master plan for 


park needs, the rural park board is also 
considering a merger with the Palatine 
Park District next year, after some rec- 
reation facilities are built for unincorpo- 
rated residents.

Sewage projects' impact to be explained 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District will 


hold a public hearing Tuesday night in 
Schaumburg to explain the potential en- 
vironmental impact of $7,5 million worth 
of proposed projects for area sewage 
treatment plants. 


The hearing is open to any resident in 


the Salt Creek and Hanover Park service 
areas. These include Schaumburg, Hoff- 
man Estates, Hanover Park, Palatine 
and Rolling Meadows. The hearing will 
start at 7 p.m. in the Great Hall, 231 S. 
Civic Dr. 


The projects are planned for com- 


pletion in a 10-year period <and include 
improvements at the Salt Creek plant at 
Meacham and Schaumburg 
roads in 


Schaumburg and at the Hanover Park 
plant at Barrington and Irving Park 
roads. 


The improvements are to meet federal 


and state environmental water standards 
in 1983 and to accommodate growing de- 
mands of the area, said James Braxton, 
assistant chief engineer for theMSD. He 
added the projects will not increase tax 
rates for the present. 


THE PROJECTS include- 
• "Dewatering" of sludge at the S|lt 


Creek plant. The process would eliminate 
more water from sludge and make it 
easier to handle. 


• Expansion of the Hanover Park 


plant to accommodate six million more 
gallons of sewage a day, doubling the 
plant's capacity. 


• A screening disposal system at the 


Hanover Park plant for filtering out 
large items in sewage. 


• Grading and installation of pipes on 


land at the Hanover Park plant to pro- 
vide liquid fertilizer from the plant for 
farming. 


SEVENTY-FIVE per cent funding for 


the projects is from the federal govern- 
ment. The other money comes from the 
MSD's $380 million share of a state bond 
fund established in 1970 and from a $380 
million MSD bond issue. 


The MSD is obligated by law to hold 


public hearings on proposed projects. 
Verbal comments by residents will be 
limited to 15 minutes each. Full texts of 
comments more than 15 minutes in 
length will be entered into the record.

High school teachers want 10% hike., plus extras

High School Dist. 211 teachers are ask- 


ing for a 10 per cent increase in salary 
next year and additional raises during 
the year based on increases in the cost of 
living. 


Dan O'Brien, president of the Dist. 211 


education association, said last week he 
believes. "We are the first education as- 
sociation to propose such a thing." 


Tlio association is asking the district to 


increase the base salary for beginning 
teachers by 10 per cent from $8,950 to 
$9,850 with similar increases through the 
salary schedule, said O'Brien, Additional 
raises would be given during the year 
based on the consumer price index, 
which is published quarterly by the U.S. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. According to 
the teachers' proposal, if the index goes 
up more than 1 per cent per quarter, 
each teacher's salary would be raised by 
the full amount of the increase. 


Negotiations between the teachers' asso- 


ciation and the Dist, 211 board of educa- 
tion began in February. O'Brien said the 
two sides have barely begun to discuss 
salary increases but he doesn't think the 
teachers' plan will be readily accepted 
by the board. Robert Creek, president of 
the board, refused comment on negotia- 
tions except to say salary items will be 
negotiated. 


THE TEACHERS deserve a 10 per cent 


Increase in salary to keep up with the 
cost of living, said O'Brien. "Everything 
you look at shows the teachers have been 
losers for the last 10 years, in fact they 
have been losers for the past 50 years," 
he said. 


Last year the teachers agreed to a 4 


per cent increase in salary in June, 
O'Brien said they actually took about a 
4.7 per cent cut in pay because the con- 
sumer price index increased about 8.8 


per cent last year. This year they hope to 
make up for it, he said. "The state of 
economy in the past seven years has 
never allowed teachers to catch up on 
the cost of living," he said. 


O'Brien said he is optimistic the teach- 


ers are going to get "a good settlement" 
but at this point the teachers and the 
board are "very far apart" on reaching 
an agreement. 


Among the other items being nego- 


tiated this year are fringe benefits, sick 
leave, summer school pay, pay for extra- 
curricular activities and guidelines for 
the size of classes. 


THE TEACHERS' association 
would 


like the district to recognize pregnancy 
as an illness which would'allow teachers 
to use their sick pay while having a 
baby, said O'Brien. Now a teacher must 
go on a leave of absence without pay 
while she has her child. The U.S. Su- 


preme Court recently ruled the employ- 
ment rights of a pregnant teacher are 
protected by the Fourteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution. 


O'Brien said the teacher's association 


interprets the ruling to mean that teach- 
ers can use up to 90 calendar days of 
sick pay for pregnancy. According to 
O'Brien "the board is saying the recent 
Supreme Court ruling merely says a 
teacher that is pregnant has to be guar- 
anteed due process" and has refused to 
grant the sick pay. 


The teachers are also seeking raises in 


summer school salary and extra-curricu- 
lar pay, said O'Brien. They want sum- 
mer school salaries increased from $170 
per week to $250 per week to place teach- 
ers on a par with guidance counselors 
who work during the summer. Summer 
school has been "treated as a separate 
entity and we don't think it should be," 
said O'Brien. 


A 10 PER CENT increase in pay for 


e x t r a-curricular 
activities 
and for 


coaches' salaries is also being requested, 
said O'Brien. If the teachers' proposal is 
accepted, the beginning salary of a head 
football, basketball or track coach would 
be increased from $735 to $809 per year 
in addition to his regular salary, and the 
beginning salary for a band director 
would be increased from $420 to $462 per 
year in addition to regular salary. 


O'Brien said the board wants to freeze 


extra-curricular and coaching salaries at 
the present level. 


Teachers are proposing a committee of 


teachers and administrators be created 
next year to set up guidelines for the size 
of classes for the 1975-76 school year. 
O'Brien said the teachers want a more 
concrete agreement on the size of their 
classes. The present agreement says the 
board agrees to "observe within reason- 
able limits present class-size averages."

at work in the gross anatomy laboratory. 


Students are required to completely 


dissect a human cadaver to become fa- 
miliar with each organ and muscle in the 
body, in addition to other laboratory and 
class work.

A second college, 
nursing and allied health sciences, has 
since been activated and a third is being 
organized for graduate work and re- 
search. 


Staff physicians will come from two 


sources, according to Henry Buhrmann, 
St. Luke's North administrator. 


"We certainly plan to recruit from our 


own graduates, but we are anxious to 
talk with any physicians in the commu- 
nity interested in applying," he said. 


"In fact, we will go out of our way for 


local doctors, as long as they are gradu- 
ates of an accredited medical school and 
agree to participate in our education pro- 
gram," he said.

4-3 vote April 2, agreed to compromise 
with Brickman, and to allow 80 units and 
no offices in exchange for his withdraw- 
ing the suit. 


At that, the residents of the area, call- 


ing themselves "Concerned Citizens of 
Northeast Mount Prospect." made clear 
they would intervene in the case, and, 
failing that, would sue the village. 


Kreger indicated the motion to inter- 


vene will concern only the reasoning ques- 
tion, and not the objection raised by resi- 
dents that the 4-3 vote to approve the 
consent decree was invalid, though he 
said the vote issue may be raised later. 


RESIDENTS CONTENDED that be- 


cause more than 20 per cent of them had 
filed written objections to the rezoning 
when it originally came before the vil- 
lage board, a two-thirds majority is 
needed to approve the project. Mayor 
Robert D. Teichert concurred as far as 
rezoning — which is why the project was 
turned down even though it had been 
"passed" by the village board — but said 
the two-thirds vote does not apply to con- 
sent decrees, for which he ruled only a 
simple majority is needed. 


The village's compromise with Brick- 


man was struck when Teichert and some 
trustees apparently believed Brickman 
would win his case if it proceeded in 
court. The property had been zoned for 
multi-family and commercial use when it 
was in unincorporated Wheeling Town- 
ship, prior to being annexed to the vil- 
lage. 


The nearby homeowners object to the 


rezoning, saying mainly a 
five-story 


structure would not fit in with the single 
family residential nature of the neighbor- 
hood.

Backyards bordering Weller Creek in 


Des Plaines and Mount Prospect will 
soon stay where they belong — behind 
the houses instead of in the creek. 


Des Plaines, Mount Prospect and the 


Illinois Division of Waterways are ready 
to move ahead on a $150,000 bank im- 
p r o v e m e n t project stretching from 
School Street in Mount Prospect, east 
across the Des Plaines border at Mount 
Prospect Road to Golf Road and south to 
the Washington Street bridge. 


The Des Plaines City Council has ap- 


proved entering into a three-way agree- 
ment with Mount Prospect and the state 
to contract with engineering consultants 
Alstot, March and Guillou. The firm, ac- 
cording to partner George March, ex- 
pects to let contracts for the work in 
June and begin work shortly afterwards. 


A major part of the work will be in- 


stalling gabions about 6 feet 6 inches 
from the stream bed so the low water 
flow will be adjacent to the gabion, 
which will prevent the erosion. 


A gabion is a wire basket filled with 


crushed stone. A similar device, a basket 
filled with straw and earth, was used by 
ancient Egyptians to save river banks. 


ACCORDING TO THE Des Plaines En- 


gineer Robert Bowen the city has at- 
tempted to prevent erosion for several 
years by placing broken concrete along 
the banks. Although Ihe method has 
worked in some cases, experts suggested 
gabions would do a better job, Bowen 
said. 


Grass seed and mulching wall be used 


about the gabions to prevent further ero- 
sion. 


Areas where banks have caved in will 


be restored to their original cross section 
by the project, Bowen said. 


Des Plaines has appropriated money 


for the project from federal revenue 
sharing 
funds; 
Mount Prospect will 


spend its $50,000 from a $2 million flood 
control bond issue 
which has been 


passed. 
IDW will provide the third 


$50,000. 


MORE THAN S8 million has been spent 


on Weller Creek since 1968 to prevent 
flooding of homes in the area. The state 
of Illinois in 1968 and 1969 appropriated 
more than $1.3 million to have the Creek 
widened, straightened and re-channeled 
under the Chicago and North Western 
Rwy. tracks in Des Plaines.

Federal rent subsidies not possible?

Most 
Arlington 
Heights apartment 


rents are so high that federal low-and 
moderate-income lease subsidies may 
not be possible here, according to the 
chairman of the Arlington Heights Hous- 
ing Commission. 


Chairman Jack Pittas said the Section 


23 Housing Assistance Payment Pro- 
gram which allows owners to lease 
apartment units to a local housing au- 
thority for occupancy by low and moder- 
ate-income tenants may not 'be used be- 
cause of few vacancies available as well 
as high rente, 


"There are not too many apartments 


available," Pittas said. "There are not 
going to be open doors." 


Rents will be subsidized according to 


fair market value rentals established by 
HUD on a countywide level, Pittas said. 


"THIS WILL NOT be helpful to us," 


said Pittas, "because rents in Arlington 
Heights are higher than in Chicago or in 
older communities where there are older 
homes. As I understand it, there may be 


some. leeway from the- Cook • County 
Housing Authority of a possible 10 per 
cent." 


A survey recently conducted by the 


housing commission revealed that less 
than 10 per cent of Arlington Heights 
apartments were vacant. The survey was 
made on the 10 largest apartment com- 
plexes in Arlington Heights having 100 
units or more. 


Apartment owners contacted by The 


Herald Friday revealed that most were 
not aware of the federal leasing pro- 
gram. Some said they were willing to 
look into the program and one owner 
said he was willing to participate. 


"Yes, we would go into it," said Al 


Zale of the Zale 'Construction Co, which 
owns 
the Brandenberry 
Park East 


Apartments on Rand and Camp MacDon- 
ald roads in Arlington Heights. Zale 
thinks the program would help the va- 
cancy rate although the vacancy prob- 
lem is not as critical as dt once was. 


RENTS AT THE Brandenberry apart- 


ments are from $210'to $225 for one bed- 
room and $255 to $275 for two bedrooms. 


The owner of New Salem and Scars- 


dale apartments, H. Myles Gordon, 
doubts that Section 23 would work hi the 
village. 


"Arlington Heights is not a low and 


moderate-income type community," Gor- 
don said. "I don't think there are that 
many needy people." He added that the 
trend in the past few years to con- 
dominium buying has taken up "a lot of 
slack" in apartment vacancies. 


Gordon said his apartments are high- 


priced — $285 to $310 a month and low 
and moderate income people would be at 
a disadvantage. 


"Other families would 'balk at low-in- 


come people living next to them and they 
(low earners) in turn would feel uncom- 
fortable." 


Owners of Stonebridge Hill and Green- 


brier apartments' said they would be will- 
ing to explore the federal leasing pro- 
gram because they are not familiar with 
it. Rents at Stonebridge are $310 to $315 
for two bedrooms and about $255 for one 
'bedroom apartments. 


A more thorough survey by the housing 


commission on vacancies will be con- 
ducted soon, Pittas said. 


THE LEASING PROGRAM may be 


the only way of getting federally subsi- 
dized housing in the suburbs because the 


1 U. S. Department of Housing and Urban 


Development is dropping many of its old 
programs. 


A freeze on subsidized housing projects 


was imposed by President Nixon early 
1973 and will be brought to an end when 
revisions of the leasing program are is- 
sued by HUD. The new guidelines are 
expected "at any time." 


"The fact is if there were vacancies, 


the Section 23 program would be desir- 
able to developers," Pittas said. He 
added that qualified persons who already 
live in apartments wibh low and moder- 
ate-incomes would >be eligible to have 
their rent subsidized. 


The housing commission plans to draft 


a resolution for village trustees to adopt 
for providing subsidized housing through 
the federal leasing program. HUD re- 
quires that municipalities endorse the 
program in order to 'become eligible. 


Cardboard 
recycling 
proposed 


A move is under way that could save 


Arlington Heights businessmen money on 
the cost of disposing of corrugated card- 
board. 


The executive director of the Arlington 


Heights Chamber of Commerce, Earl 
Johnson, said Friday he will try to enlist 
enough businesses in a cardboard recycl- 
ing program in which the cost of hauling 
would be paid by the value of the dis- 
carded cardboard. 


The Laseke Disposal Co. reportedly 


has agreed to the program if enough par- 
ticipants can be recruited. 


Under the plan, merchants would not 


be charged the usual $3.62 per cubic yard 
for collecting and hauling the cardboard. 
Instead the Laseke company, the only li- 
censed scavenger in Arlington Heights, 
would make up the money through rec- 
ycling. 


LASEKE WILL BE paid a maximum 


of $25 a ton for uncontaminated corru- 
gated cardboard. 


"I plan to get started the first part of 


the week talking to merchants to see if 
we might be able to make the program 
work," Johnson said. "The problem is 
getting around to everybody." 


Cuts in garbage hauling costs to mer- 


chants have been spotlighted recently by 
the activities of an outside scavenger, 
American Paper Recycling of Northlake. 


American Paper has been collecting 


cardboard 
from two village discount 


stores, apparently in violation of the vil- 
lage ordinance. So far the company has 
been able to pay the stores an average of 
$10 a ton for the recyclable boxes. 


Laseke, however, has complained that 


American Paper is taking other, non- 
recyclable trash mixed in with the card- 
board, and the village has asked the out- 
side firm to stop operating. 


Cause of fire 
at track barn 
yet undetermined 


The cause of a barn fire at Arlington 


Park Race Track Tuesday apparently 
will go undetermined. 


Arlington Heights Fire Chief John Hay- 


den said Friday that police and fire in- 
vestigations into the blaze, which de- 
stroyed 76 stalls in the wood-frame barn, 
have failed to turn up who or what may 
have touched off the fire. 


Police did question three boys who 


were working in the stable area the day 
of the fire, but found they had not been 
inside the barn," Hayden said. 


State fire marshals also investigated 


the site but could not come up with any 
evidence on what caused the fire. 


The bam, like the other wooden build- 


ings in the track's backstretch was 
scheduled for eventual replacement. Ar- 
lington Park has agreed to raze all its 
wood-frame buildings and replace them 
with concrete structures over the next 
five years. 


The cost of replacing the barn with a 


larger concrete stable is about $350,000.

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Community 
Council may be 
forced to disband

The Dist. 59 School Community Coun- 


cil, once an active, involved parent or- 
ganization, will face the question of dis- 
banding at its next full membership 
meeting, scheduled for May 8. 


The lack of direction and dwindling 


membership made the decision neces- 
sary, according to Nita Stamm, council 
p r e s i d e n t . "We're against it (dis- 
banding), but you can't run an organiza- 
tion with just six people," said Mrs. 
Stamm. "We're hoping that we'll be able 
to get a big turnout at our May meeting 
to get some new blood In the organiza- 
tion. 


Ordinarily, the council would have 


about 40 members — two representatives 
from each Dist. 39 school — plus a six- 
person executive board. The board con- 
ducts much of the council's business, 
drawing on the membership for help in 
projects and other activities. 


The organization is somewhat closed — 


its members come only from school par- 
ent organizations, which nominate two 
delegates from their group to attend 
School 
Community 
Council meetings, 


usually held five times per year. 


The executive board meets every 


month. 


Partial blame for the lack of interest Is 


an absence of things to do. admitted 
Mrs. Stamm. who added that attendance 
at some meetings was only four people. 


ACCORDING TO MRS. Stamm, one of 


the prime functions of the Community 
Council is to act as a liaison between the 
school board and the community. She 
blamed Supt James Erviti as being part 
of the problem. 


"Erviti has refused to recognize Com- 


munity Council as a working and ser- 
vice group to the school board." said 
Mrs. Stamm. "He won't let us do any- 
thing. If the board would let us be the 
working group it used to be, I don't be- 
lieve we'd have this problem of lack of 
interest." said Mrs. Stamm. 


Some of School Community Council's 


projects have included preparing packets 
which are designed to Inform new teach- 
ers about the Northwest suburbs. The 
council has also undertaken a foreign 
language survey in the district and de- 
signed the report cards presently in use. 


ERVITI. WEIGHING HIS comments 


c a r e f u l l y , didn't agree with Mrs. 
Stamm's statement saying he was re- 
sponsible for the demise of School Com- 
munity Council. 


"An organization must have purpose 


and must reexamine this purpose period- 
ically to be successful," said Erviti. "It's 
purpose, however, must be generated 
from within, not from the outside." 


Erviti added that the district did sup- 


port the Community Council by providing 
services such as postage and supplies, 
along with providing meeting space and 
a staff person assigned to attend council 
meetings. "It's also one of the few organ- 
izations mentioned specifically in the 
school board's policy manual," said Er- 
viti. 


Some help for the troubled council may 


come from the school board itself, which 
presently has several members who are 
past members of School Community 
Council. 


"Perhaps we're partly to blame," said 


board president Jerry Smiley. "Hopeful- 
ly this year we can get them more in- 
volved on committees," said Smiley, who 
hinted that there will be board discussion 
of the council's problem. 


SMILEY, WHO IS a former Council 


member, said it was a good source for 
opinion, since it is usually made up of 
citizens with a more than average inter- 
est in education. 


Another former council member now 


on the school board, Emil Bahnmaier, 
said he hopes School Community Council 
can continue to be a viable force in the 
district, but added he didn't know the an- 
swer to their present apathy problem. 


Bahnmaier 
echoed 
Mrs. Stamm's 


comment on a need for new members in 
the council. "Right now, it's the same 
people doing it all," he said. 


A LOOMING QUESTION will be an- 


swered early next month when the gener- 
al meeting of the council is called to or- 
der. 


If there's a good turnout, new officers 


will hopefully be elected to the council's 
executive board, 
according to Mrs. 


Stamm. 


"If not, the present executive board

Hearings on ex-Palatine 
police chief come to a halt

The Centner hearings ground to a close 


Sunday, with the central figure, former 
Palatine Police Chief Robert R. Centner, 
countering nearly every charge brought 
against him by the. village board and 
several policemen in the department. 


During detailed testimony Sunday af- 


ternoon, Centner told the Palatine Fire 
and Police Commission of improvements 
he initiated as chief of the Palatine Po- 
lice Department from 1962 to June 25, 
1973. 


The marathon hearings, which lasted 


for 10 sessions, began Dec. 1 to in- 
vestigate (he village board's reasons for 
forcing Centner's resignation last June. 
Newly elected village trustees and po- 
licemen criticized the former chief's pol- 
icies, which they contended were the rea- 
son for a widespread morale problem in 
the police department. 


SUPPORTERS OF Centner countered 


that the charges were minor and were 
made to cover a village board-police coa- 
lition to oust the chief, possibly in return 
for lower police salary demands. 


The fire and police commission of Paul 


Jung, Roger Mick and Gray M. San- 
born will submit written decisions on the 
eight charges brought by the village. No 
date has been set for release of their 
findings. Their conclusions are not ex- 
pected to affect Centners' status in the 
police department. 


"All you can do is to restore Robert 


Centner's good name. That's all that's 
left within your power to do," John D. 
Hayes, Centner's attorney, told the panel. 


More than 3,000 signatures on petitions 


calling for the public hearings caused a 
reluctant village board to grant the re- 
quest. 


In his concluding statement, Village 


Special Atty. Jack Siegel said, "Maybe 
those 3,000 people who signed the petit- 
ions that kept us here for five months 
chasing a will o" the wisp really didn't 
know Centner was a good chief or a bad 
one, but the policemen who worked with 
him every day knew, and you heard their 
testimony. 


A Republican slate for village trustees 


swept the April, 1973 election, and new 
trustees moved to oust Centner in June. 
The former chief has been a lieutenant 
on the force since his resignation. A new 
fulltime chief, Jerry Bratcher, began in 
January, with Lt. Frank Ortiz serving as 
acting chief in the 7-month interim. 


Two witnesses subpoenaed by Centner's 


attorney failed to appear at Sunday's hear 
ing. Local businessmen Robert Galloy and 
Patrolman Terry Mazur, were subpoen- 
aed to testify about campaign contribu- 
tors and their possible influence on Cent- 
ner's ouster, and an alleged deal to 
lower salary demands if the chief was re- 
moved. 


Drugs were a major issue hit by Cent- 


ner 
during his testimony. 
Village 


Trustees James Shaw and Robert Guss, 
who called for the chief's resignation in a 
press release last June, accused Centner 
of "wearing blinders," and showing "a 
horrible lack of judgment" for his deci- 
sion to pull out of a cotuitywide under- 
cover drug enforcement program. 


Centner was the founder of the Metro- 


politan Enforcement Group (MEG) or- 
ganization in 1971. He testified Sunday 
that his decision to withdraw from MEG 
last year was based on the change in the 
organization's program. 


LOCAL POLICE in MEG, originally 


worked in the northern areas of Cook 
County, but for 1973, Centner said his 
man would be "going countywide" on 
drug cases and Centner had been reas- 
sured that Palatine could still get MEG 
assistance even though it did not directly 
participate. 


Other primary charges which Centner 


answered: 


• Lack of modern and efficient equip- 


ment: Centner said he developed a pro- 
gram to computerize crime statistics on 
the village's computer system which has 
become the model program for other po- 
lice departments; a new radio console to 
replace the existing one which Centner 
admitted was outdated, was one of the 
chief's priorities, but was deleted from 
the budget by Village Mgr. Berton G. 
Braun. 


Hayes entered as evidence the job de- 


scription for chief applicants who would 
replace Centner. The application, written 
by a three-man search committee, de- 
scribes the Palatine Police Department 
as a "well-trained, well-equipped depart- 
ment." 


Other testimony hit evidence, sub- 


mitted earlier by Ortiz, of increased ar- 
rests since Centner's removal. Under 
questioning by Hayes, Centner said he 
believed in "quality of arrests, not quan- 
tity." 


'Keep this 
land open.. 


"MAKE IT SO THEY don't build an 
apartment on this land," said Bob 
Brytowski. He said this open field 
north of the village is one of the few 
spots left in the Northwest suburbs 
where an amateur cyclist can still go 
after school "just for a little fun." 
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
